No. 13/1/67 -R . — The Posts & Telegraphs Services" are a 
national undertaking touching the entire population in their 
daily life and avocations. The services tendered by the P. & T . 
Department have to be paid for by the users. There are certain 
categories of users who enjoy concessional rates' as a 
measure of support or assistance to particular types of activi- 
ties. While the Department has essentially to run on com- 
mercial lines", in certain cases the services have to be 
provided at a loss in the interest of the general public 
Apart from meeting its own running expenses, it has to pay 
a reasonable icturn on the capital Investment, and also to 
make provision for replacement of dying capital. Provision 
has also to be made for future expansion and modernisation of 
'ervices. 

2. On flic Postal side no comprehensive enquiry has been 
carried out in the rates struckne, except in respect of rates 
charged on book packets, which were enquired into by a 
Book Committee in 1956. The Department has been 
eeriei ally following the principle of charging rates* at a bare 
minimum level Recently, the small increase proposed in 
the registered newspaper and book packet rates has evoked 
criticism, even though these services are highly uniemunera- 
tive. The postal serviced have, by and large, been running at 
a loss over a number of years. The main consideration has 
been the desire to provide as wide a network of postal ser- 
Gces as possible, and to have -.pecinlly low rates in respect 
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c! service) used primarily by the poorer sections of the 
community. U has further to be examined whether the 
present concept of the postal tariffs being so fixed as to meet 
ibe needs of the common man requires to be modified and 
greater consideration paid to the commercial aspects of the 
service. Many of the postal services are inter-competitive, 
with the result that in the absence of a rationalised system 
of fixation of tariffs, there is a tendency for the uneconomic 
cervices to compete with (hose which are relatively more 
i emunerative. 

5 . Ever since the dawn of Independence, the P. & T 
Department has embarked on a very extensive development 
programme with the result that the number of post offices 
has risen from about 22,000 in 1947 to about 98,000 loduj 
Most of the rural post offices are unremunerativc involving 
an annual loss of Rs. 1.01 crores. Despite the heavy expan- 
sion, the demands for new post offices continue to multiply 
lire extent to which the burden of opening such unremunera- 
live, offices should be borne by the P. & T. Department is ,< 
matter which requires examination. 

-t. Oa the telephone side, the tales are based on the re- 
commendations of the Telephone Tariff Revision Committee 
of 1958, which were revised in 1966 on budgetary considera- 
tions, due to a rise in costs of equipment, wages etc. There 
has been a further slight upward revision in 1967, based 
on the report of a Tolcphone Tariffs Revision Committee 
constituted in 1964. These departmental oommlttees were 
composed entirely of officials. So far as telegrams are 
concerned, the tariffs have been changed from time to time, 
the last two revisions being in 1963 and 1967, These changes 
were, howevei, carried out more or less on an ad hot 
basis. 

5. Therefore, it appears necessary that a careful study 
should be made and definite principles evolved as the basis 
of the tariff policy to be followed by the P. it T. Depart- 
ment. 

6. The P. & T. Board hereby constitutes a Committee to 
lie known as Tariffs Enquiry Committee, which shall consist

(dj evolve principles of fixation of tariffs, keeping In 
mind the interests of trade and industry, and at 
the same time taking into account the commercial 
character of the P. & T. Department; 

( e ) examine whether it is necessary to provide special 
concessional rates to any class or classes of users 
or in respect of any particular services provided 
by the Department. If so, the extent of the conces- 
sion justified and the manner of adjusting the losses 
to other classes of users or services. 

( f ) evolve principles for the expansion and extension 
of P. & T. facilities in new areas to meet public 
needs, keeping in view the commercial character 
of the P. & T. services. 

9. "lhe Committee may visit any of the Posts and Tele- 
graphs establishments throughout India in connection with 
their enquiry and call for the information available with the 
Department in the pursuit of their enquiry. 

10. The Committee may, while keeping in view the deve- 
lopmental needs of the country in the matter of communi- 
cations. suggest any other measures that it considers neces- 
sary for improvement in the finances of the Department and 
making the services effective. 

tl. The non-official Members will be entitled to travel 
ling and daily allowances in respect of the journeys perform- 
ed or meetings attended in connection with the enquiry. 

12. The official Members would draw their usual travelling 
and daily allowances as on duty. 

13. The Committee will submit its report within a period 
ot six months from the date of its constitution.
